Mr. Haffner, on my perſuaſion, gave a paſ- 
ſage, by the means of a large wound, to about 
five pounds and a half weight of thin fetid 
matter. 

It was a bold and doubtful undertaking ; 
but as the patient, being. almoſt ſuffocated, 
was on. the brink of death, it was allowable 
to make any attempt ; for we have obſerved, 
that by a hazardous operation, the lives. of 
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men are often rendered —_— and more com- 
fortable. | 

The matter bein diſcharged, this patient 
was extremely ul; Pie extremities were cold; 
his pulſe could no longer be perceived; his 
countenance was ſunk ; and his face was co- 
vered with a thick, cold, and clammy ſweat. 

We regretted the bad event of the opera- 

tion; but neglected nothing, notwithſtand- 
g, which we ſtill thought could any my be 
of ſervice to the patient. 

His forehead, noſe, and temples, were rub- 
bed all over with ſpirit of hartſhorn-; we 
poured into his mouth about an ounce of au- 
ſtrian wine, with fix drops of the ſpirit of 
hartſhorn : he then ſeemed ſomewhat to reco- 
ver; and a trembling pulſe was now — 
able in the vriſt.

Nor is wine forbid, or acids hurtful when | 
taken in a moderate quantity. 
And, indeed, every phyſician knows already 1 
what is ſuitable to his * and what Pen 1 
Come. 
There is no ſuch thing as a univerſal law. 
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
